The Gas Companies' Tax for the compensation of the 
Inspector of Gasmeters and the tax for the compensation and 
expenses of the Railroad Commissioners have been promptly 
paid. 

The Savings Bank Tax, with the exception of that of 
the Lancaster Savings Bank, has been fully paid. The 
Lancaster is in the hands of receivers, who claim exemption 
from legal liability for a tax. The matter is in the hands of 
the Attorney-General. 

The net revenue from the National Bank taxes will not 
vary, materially, when all settlements shall have been made, 
from $183,240, and from the Corporation taxes, including 
Mining Companies, $260,800.

The Worcester and Dan vers Hospital Loans, negotiated in 
1876, amounting together to $800,000, were issued payable 
in twenty years at five per cent, interest, principal and inter- 
est payable in gold coin, and were sold at $13.25 per cent, 
premium. 

The Harbor Improvement Loan of $300,000, was made a 
5-20 loan, five per cent, interest, and was placed in the sink- 
ing funds at par.

New York & New England Railroad Company. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 83 of the Resolves of 
1874, the sum of $250,000 was advanced to this com- 
pany ; and a note of the company was taken therefor, dated 
September 1, 1874, payable in two years, with interest at 
seven per centum per annum, payable semi-annually. This 
note matured on the first day of September last. The inter- 
est has been fully paid to that date, but the principal sum 
remains unpaid. No action has yet been taken by the Treas- 
urer for the collection of the note. It is uaderstood that the 
company will ask further legislation in regard to the matter. 

Boston & Albany Railroad Company. 

In 1869, the Harbor Commissioners, with the approval of 
the Governor and Council, made a contract with the Boston 
& Albany Railroad Company for the sale to said company of 
certain land and fiats at South Boston, for which, among 
other things, said company was to pay to the Commonwealth, 
on the first day of October, 1872, the sum of $435,600, 
either in cash or in the bonds of said company, payable in 
twenty years from October 1, 1872, with interest thereon at 
the rate of six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually. 
In 1873, this contract was, among other things, so far modi- 
fied as to extend the time for such payment to the first day of 
October, 1876. This payment has not yet been made. It is 
hoped that arrangements will soon be made by which this sum 
will be realized to the treasury.
